New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerkof Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
flling in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

Tlie filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

President Nixon’s request for an increase, not a de¬ 
crease, in the nation’s defense spending was as shocking 
to those who have made a political profession of neo¬ 
isolationism as it was reassuring to those who, perhaps, 
have read history a little more attentively. 

Mr. Nixon made it unmistakably clear in his State 
of the Union address that his first priority for this country 
is to maintain its dominant military strength as the 
greatest possible safeguard of world peace. As he put it: 

“We must maintain the strength necessary to deter 
war. Strong military defenses are not the enemy of 
peace. They are the guardian of peace.’’ 

To those who fear that this strong stance would 
endanger the hopes for a successful meeting with Com¬ 
munist leaders in Peking and Moscow, the President 
said: “My planned visits will mean not that our differ¬ 
ences have disappeared or will disappear in the near 
future. The important thing is that we talk about these 
differences rather than fight about them.” 

To the doves he added the warning: “There could 
be no more misguided set of priorities than one which 
would tempt others by weakening America, and thereby 
endanger the peace of the world.”

In contrast. President Nixon has positioned himself 
as did Teddy Roosevelt. He believes in talking softly, 
but carrying a big stick.
